EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Examiner's comment 

2. In view of the applicant's response dated 1 2/22/06, the 1 1 2 first paragraph 
rejection and claim objection have been withdrawn. 

Reasons for allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A CDMA 
method and apparatus are disclosed the closest prior art, Hayashi et al, US patent No. 
6,069,884 and Hanaoka et al, US Patent No. 6,920,122, disclose a similar method and 
apparatus. However, as argued by applicant in the response, filed on 7/3/06, page 6, 
under the heading "103(a) rejection", lines 7-1 1 , Hayashi and Hanaoka fail to teach or 
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suggest a decoder reading out received signals according to a high priority based on a 
service type of the signals . Such limitations as recited in claims 6 and 14, in 
combination with the other claimed limitations, are neither anticipated nor rendered 
obvious by Hayashi and Hanaoka.
